London, May 25.—Torrents of rain 
ushered in Queen Victoria’s eightieth 
birthday. ;

ENGAGEMENT NEAR SANTA ARITA. 


Twenty Americans Reported Wound- 
ed—Imsurgent Losses Heavy— 
Gen. Lawton’s Rear Guard 
Has a Warm Time. 


Manila, May 25. — Gens. MacArthur 
and Ftinston, with the Kansas and 
Montana regiments and the Utah bat- 
tery, have dispersed 800 insurgents 
who were intrenched on the railroad 
beyond San Fernando, near Santa Arita. 

The American scouts were fired upon 
from the trenches unexpectedly and 
withdrew..,The firing was heard at 
San Fernando and Gen. MacArthur as- 
sembled his troops and marched quick- 
ly after the scouts. The Montana regi- 
ment flanked the trenches on the left 
and the Kansas regiment attacked the 
enemy’s right flank, Gen. Funston lead- 
ing the charge at the double-quick. 

The insurgent loss was large, many 
prisoners were captured and it is re- 
that 20 Americans were 
wounded. ; 

Hard Fighting Occurs. 

Manila, May 25. — Two companies of 
the Third infantry and two companies 
of the Twenty-second infantry, form- 
ing Gen. Lawton’s rear guard, return- 
ing from San Miguel to Balinag Tues- 
day, escorting a signal party which was 
picking up wire laid with Gen. Law- 
ton’s expedition, found that the insur- 
gents had reoccupied the country, and 
hard fighting followed from daylight 
until the Americans camped at night. 
But the troops completed their work, 
though harassed by the enemy. One 
American was-.killed and 14 were 
wounded. The troops captured 20 pris- 
oners and 30 rifles. 

Five Men Drowned.

Gen. Lawton, with most of his 
troops, has arrived at Malolos. His ex- 
pedition marched 120 miles in 20 days, 
had 22 fights, captured eight towns, de- 
stroyed 300,000 bushels of rice and only 
lost six men killed and 31 wounded. On 
the other hand, Gen. Lawton estimates 
that his troops killed 400 insurgents 
and wounded double that number. 

Teore Is No Friction. 

Washington, May 25.—Following a 
rule established when the Philippine 
commission first landed at Manila, Sec- 
retary Hay declines to make public the 
report which came by cable Tuesday 
night from President Schurman, on the 
progress of the negotiations with the 
Filipinos. It is positively asserted, 
however, by other persons who have 
seen the report, and particularly by 
certain army officers, that President 
Schurman makes no reference to any 
friction between the civilian members 
of the American commission and Gen.

Emperor Francis Joseph, of Austria, 
wearing the uniform of the King’s dragoon 
guards, the British cavalry regiment of 
which he is honorary colonel, called at the 
British embassy in Vienna Wednesday in 
order to personally offer his congratula- 
tions upon the occasion of Queen Victoria’s 
eightieth birthday. 

Commemorative services in honor of 
Queen Victoria’s birthday were held in the 
English church in. Paris. 

The United States commissioners and 
many American officers celebrated Queen 
Victoria’s birthday Wednesday on board 
the British first-class cruiser Powerful in 
Manila bay. 

The Presbyterian assembly in Minneapo- 
lis, Minn., unanimously adopted a message 
of congratulation which was cabled to 
Queen Victoria. 

The most dramatic incident of the day in 
Port Tampa, Fla., was the unveiling of_a 
large portrait of Queen Victoria. The por- 
trait, draped in the flags of the two coun- 
tries, stood upon a small balcony of the 
inn, and before it stood a crowd of expect- 
ant watchers. At noon precisely in the 
capital at Albany, N. Y., Gov. Theodore 
Roowevelt touched an electric button, the 
covering fell from the face and two ma- 
rines, English and American, standing on 
either side of the portrait, clasped each 
other’s hands in token of the amity of the 
two great nations. The people cheered 
wildly. 

The queen’s birthday was enthusiastical- 
ly celebrated throughout British Columbia. 
The stars and stripes were entwined with 
the union jack in many plaées.

Victim of Apoplexy. 

New York, May 25.—Col. E. W. Cole, 
of Nashville, Tenn., died suddenly 
Wednesday night in the corridor of the 
Fifth Avenue hotel, of which he was a 
guest. Col. Cole arrived at the hotel 
Tuesday. He was walking through the 
hotel corridor, when he gave a gasp 
and fell to the marble floor, his head 
striking heavily. He was unconscious 
when picked up. All efforts to revive 
him were fruitless and he died in about 
an hour. The hotel physician thought 
death was due to a stroke of apoplexy. 
The body is now at the hotel. Col. Cole 
was about 60 years of age anda prom- 
inent man in the southwest. 


A Tour of Triumph. 

Omaha, Neb., May 25.—Rear Admiral 
Schley’s progress westward since he 
left Omaha has been a triumphant tour. 
At every town on the line people stood 
in crowds on the platforms eager to 
catch a glimpse of the naval hero. He 
appeared on the rear platform and ac- 
knowledged their greetings, but begged 
to be excused from handshaking, as he 
said: “The good people of Omaha have 
nearly shaken my right flipper off.”

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San Fernando and Gen. MacArthur as- 
sembled his troops and marched quick- 
ly after the scouts.

The insurgent loss was large, many 
prisoners were captured and it is re- 
ported that 20 Americans were 
wounded. 
Hard Fighting Occurs. 

Manila, May 25. — Two companies of 
the Third infantry and two companies 
of the Twenty-second infantry, form- 
ing Gen. Lawton’s rear guard, return- 
ing from San Miguel to Balinag Tues- 
day, escorting a signal party which was 
picking up wire laid with Gen. Law- 
ton’s expedition, found that the insur- 
gents had reoccupied the country, and 
hard fighting followed from daylight 
until the Americans camped at night. 
But the troops completed their work, 
though harassed by the enemy. One 
American was-killed and 14 were 
wounded. The troops captured 20 pris- 
oners and 30 rifles. 

Five Men Drowned. 

It developed Wednesday that five 
men, instead of one, were drowned by 
the sinking of a raft, loaded with sol- 
diers of the Fourteenth regiment, at 
the Pasig ferry. 

Twenty insurgents were killed and 
40 were wounded in the engagement 
with Maj. Bell, a reconnoitering party, 
consisting of two companies of the 
Fourth cavalry, in the vicinity of Santa 
Arita, Tuesday. 

Lawton’s Successful Campaign. 

Gen. Lawton, with most of his 
troops, has arrived at Malolos. His ex- 
pedition marched 120 miles in 20 days, 
had 22 fights, captured eight towns, de- 
stroyed 300,000 bushels of rice and only 
lost six men killed and 31 wounded. On 
the other hand, Gen. Lawton estimates 
that his troops killed 400 insurgents 
and wounded double that number. 

Tæsre Is No Friction. 
_ Washington, May 25.—Following a 
rule established when the Philippine 
commission first landed at Manila, Sec- 
retary Hay declines to make public the 
report which came by cable Tuesday 
night from President Schurman, on the 
progress of the negotiations with the 
Filipinos. It is positively asserted, 
however, by other persons who have 
seen the report, and particularly by 
certain army officers, that President 
Schurman makes no reference to any 


friction between the civilian members.

for railroad commissioner. Resolutions 
were adopted demanding entire sus- 
pension of alcoholic liquor traffic; fa- 
voring woman suffrage; eleetion of sen- 
ators by ballot; commending Secretary 
Long in suppressing the canteen on 
board American Warships; demanding 
one day’s rest in seven by all corpo: 
rations; commending the ezar of Russia 
for peace proposals. Owing to the fact 
that no one would accept the nomina- 
tion for supreme ju@ge it was decided 
to leave that portion of the ticket a 
blank. 


Were Not Massacred. 

Tripoli, May 25.—A messenger has 
arrived here from the Foureau-Lamy 
mission, which was supposed to have 
been massacred by Arabs, reporting its 
arrival at Air, in the Sahara, where the 
mission fortified itself and repulsed an 
attack of the surrounding tribesmen, 
of whom ten were killed without any 
loss on the French side. The rear guard 
of the mission, numbering 50 men, is, 
however, reported to have been at- 
tacked and to have suffered severe 
losses.

‘SOUTH AND THE SIESTA. 


Indolent Air Induces the People to 
Afternoon Naps.

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CONGRATULATIONS IN ORDER. 


The people of the state of Michigan— 
but especially the people of Ann Arbor 
and the friends of the University—can 
congratulate themselves upon the pas- 
sage yesterday in the Michigan hcuse of 
representatives of the one-fourth mill 
tax bill, which has been passed by the 
senate and whilch, if it receives the sig- 
nature of the ‘goivernor, 
the revenues of the University by a sum 
annually amounting to 380,000. 

Perhaps to Senator Ward, more than 
to any other man, must be given credit 
for the success of the measure in both 
houses. He gave the bill his almost 
constant attention. Representative Mc- 
Callum, after the bill had passed the 
senate, worked untiringly for the bill 
in the house. Two weeks ago the mem- 
bers of the house were ‘‘polied,”’ and 
the discovery was made that of the one 
hundred and one members of that body, 
only six favored the passage of the 
measure. This fact was a disappointing 
surprise, and meant an almost insur- 
mountable amount of work on the part 

of the friends of ‘the University. Sec- 
retary Wade, Dr. R. S. Copeland and 
Dean Hutchins, of the University fac- 
ulty,

every alumnus in the state twas called 


upon to see the representative of his 
respective district and explain to him 
the crying needs of the University. The 
so-called farmer element in the house, 
which was opposed to granting the Uni- 
versity more money, accepted the ex- 
planations of “members of their con- 
stituency, thought the case was dif- 
ferent than they had expected, that the 
University was the pride of ‘the state 
and it should have all the money it 
needed to keep pace with the growth 
of the state, and so forth. : 

The orators in the house yesterday 
dwelt upon the over-cro'wded condition 
of the hospitals, that it was a shame to 


have the sons and daughters and moth- 


ers suffering in those hospitals for the 
mant of the pure air of heaven which 
the good God had given us to breathe 
without cost and without price. The 
good judgment and the patriotism of 
the representatives of the great com- 
moniwealth of Michigan are in the legis- 
Jature to ameliorate the suffering of 
the sick and dying in those Over- 
crowded poor hosipitals at Ann Arbor. 
When sympathy was at fever heat, the 
orators demanded a vote on the ques- 
_ tion, which passed by the overwhelming 
= vote of 84 yeas and 4 nays. 

The sixth mill tax produced a rev- 
enue of $184,092, and the fourth mill tax 
will produce $92,046 more, os a total of 
$276,138. 

Rep. Waterbury, of Oakland county, 
as was stated in The Times yesterday, 
was the only man that took the floor 
against thë biill,- ‘and Reps. Carton, 
Chamberlain, Lusk, Cheever, Dingley 
and Heineman all made eloquent ad- 
dresses for the state’s greatest insti- 
tution. Carton said that a man might 
send an express package to “John 
Jones, Ann Arbor,” with no other ad- 
dress, from: any ‘corner of the English- 
speaking world, and‘it ‘would go straizht 
to Ann Arbor, Mich, so famous has the 
University made the town. Even Uncle 
Ben Colvin made a good speech for the 
bill. It was first considered in ecom:mit- 
tee of the whole, and when the commit- 
tee arose the rules were suspended on 
Dudley’s motion, and it was passed at 
once. An amendiment was added on 
Chamberlain’s motion, so as to give the 
University the benefit of the increase in 
1899. 

The increase in revenue iar the Uni- 
versity will enable the regents, with the 
aid of the citizens of Ann Arbor, to 
erect another hospital building. When 
the University shall be supplied with 
another building, the talk of removing 
the hospitals, or the 2linical or the 
medical departments to Detroit, will 
forever cease.

‘ADJUDICATED 
A BANKRUPT. 


DR, A. KENT HALE GOES INTO 
VOLUNTARY BANKRUPTCY, 


DISTRESSING PREDIGAMEMT OF 
ANN ARBOR CITIZEN, 


Dr. A. Kent Hale, treasurer of 
Ann Arbor Water Co., 
plication a little over a week ago to be 
adjudged a bankrupt, under the new na- 
‘tional bankruptcy law. Upon the prop- 
er showing he was so adjudged, and 
Harlow P. Davock, referee in bankrupt- 
cy for the eastern district of Michigan, 
southern division, was appointed to take 
charge of the further proceedings. The 
adjudication occurred on May 20. The 
referee has further called the first meet- 
in gof creditors for June 13 at 1:30 p. m,, 
at 90 ‘Moffat ‘building, Detroit, At this 
time the creditors are expected to prove 
their claims, appoint a ‘trustee and ex- 
amine the bankrupt. 


The necessity for ‘this action on the. 


part of Dr. Halle arises from no fault 
of his own, but as a result of the most 
harassing and peculiar circumstances. 
Dr. Hale was a director when, he came 
to Ann Arbor of a furniture manufac- 
turing company at his old home in Ad- 
ams, N. Y., holding something like $6,000 
worth of not very valuable stock. A 
state law in New York requires the sec- 
retary of similar comipanies to make re- 
port to the secretary of state of the 
business during the year. If these re- 
ports are not filed as required, the di- 
rectors become individually responsible 
for the firm’s liabilities, 


John Sinclair, the secretary er other | 


official charged with making’ these re- 
ports, disobeyed the law and the direc- 
tors have some enormous bills to pay. 
Sinclair himself found a legal way to 
avoid the financial ruin his own acts 
had courted, Dr, Hale, es a responsible 
director of the now defunct manufac- 
turing =- companqgq, has 
against him—including a few minor 
debts— between $60,000 an'd $70 000. He 
desires to free himself from this over- 
hanging cloud, and to start out again 
with clear books. He surrenders every 
cent of his property to this end. 

Dr. Hale has some $1,590 worth of 
stock in the Ann Arbor Water. Co., but 
this is held by a creditor as collateral 
for a note of a still larger amount, and 
therefore does not enter into the pres- 
ent voluntary settlement. Tne doctor 
has many friends here wh) regret his 
temporary embarrassment; and hope for 
a speedy clearing away of the same.

ports, disobeyed the law and the direc- 
tors have some enormous bills to pay: 
Sinclair himself found a legal way to 
avoid the financial ruin his own acts 
had courted, Dr, Hale, as a responsible 
director of the now defunct manufac- 
turing --compang, has 
against him—including a few minor 
debts—between $60,000 an'd $70 000.

The build- 
ing of a mile of wooden*snow sheds 
costs $78,000, and their construction 
of wire netting would be much 
cheaper.—-Virginia City Chronicle.

COLORS OF WILD ANIMALS. 


Normal Hue of Wild Cattle and Bui 
faloes—A Beautiful Species. 

In wild quadrupeus the natural vari. 
ation of coloring seems generaily lim 
ited to three hues.~ The normal and 
usual tint seems fixed, as in the cas- 
of the lion, leopard, rabbit or fallon 
deer. Concurrently with this tO- TE 
are two variations, always liable- to 
occur—melanism, or the tendency to 
develop darker color, and in extreme 
cases black; and albinism, of partial or 
total whiteness. Fallow deer, a spe- 
cies of both wild and domesticated, 
show this perhaps best of all quad- 
rupeds, for the black, whits, and nor- 
mal breeds are to be seen in most 
parks in England. These three shades, 
black,white and tawny or sandy, may 


be taken to be the normal coloring of 


quadrupeds. It remains to be shown 
how from these three not only many 
other tints have been developed, but 
also many colors far more brilliant 
and rich in tone than the “sandy” or 
normal hue. If, as we believe, it is 
on the subsequent “mixture” of these 
three hues that all the variety of sub- 
sequent coloring in domesticated spe- 
cies depends, we must find a wild ox 
or buffalo which is sandy, or tawny, 
for experiments in crossing these and 
tame bovidae show that so many of 
the hybrids are fertile that we can- 
not draw hard and fast line between 
them. Though black is the normal 
color of nearly all the wild cattle and 
buffaloes, there is one species which 
is tawny. This is the small, short- 
horned buffais of the west coast of 
Africa. Though confined now to that 
region, the existence of one wild breed 
of this color is presumptive evidence 
that there may have been others else- 
where. It is a very beautiful species, 
fawn-colored, with a tinge of dark 
chestnut, and about the size of a 
Jersey bull. The ears are long and 
tipped with a long tuft of hair, the 
eyes large, and the coat as smooth as 
that of an English cow in summer. 
Given the tawny and the black wild 
cattle, the white variety is almost cer- 
tain to appear occasionally either as a 
pure albino or as a black beast spot- 
ted with white. ee

Concurrently with tais tere 
“are two variations, always liable to 
occur—melanism, or the tendency to 
develop darker color, and in extreme 
cases black; and albinism, of partial or 
total whiteness. Fallow deer, a spe- 


cies of both wild and domesticated, | 


show this perhaps best of all quad- 
rupeds, for the black, white, and nor- 
mal breeds are to be seen in most 
parks in England. These three shades, 
black,white and tawny or sandy, may 
be taken to be the normal coloring of 
quadrupeds. It remains to be shown 
how from these three not only many 
other tints have been developed, but 
also many colors far more brilliant 
and rich in tone than the “sandy” or 
normal hue. If, as we believe, it is 
on the subsequent “mixture” of these 
three hues that all the variety of sub- 
sequent coloring in domesticated spe- 
cies depends, we must find a wild ox 
or buffalo which is sandy, or tawny, 
for experiments in crossing these and 
tame bovidae show that so many of 
the hybrids are fertile that we can- 
not draw hard and fast line between 
them. Though black is the normal 
color of nearly all the wild cattle and 
buffaloes, there is ome species which 
is tawny. This is the small, short- 
horned buffais of the west coast of 
Africa. Though confined now to that 
region, the existence of one wild breed 
of this color is presumptive evidence 
that there may have been others else- 
where. It is a very beautiful species, 
fawn-colored, with a tinge of dark 
chestnut, and about the size of a 
Jersey bull. The ears are long and 
tipped with a long tuft of hair, the 
eyes large, and the coat as smooth as 
that of an English cow in summer. 
Given the tawny and the black wild 
cattle, the white variety is almost cer- 
tain to appear occasionally either as a 
pure albino or as a black beast spot- 
ted with white.—Spectator, 


FOR PHOTOGRAPHIC LIES. 


Damages Demanded by Royalist Woman 
of France.

She “felt that 
her innermost feelings had been out- 
raged,” and, hurrying to Paris from 
her country residence, she immediate- 


ly notified her lawyers tq institute 
proceedings against Mr. Guyot for 
defamation, the damage of 450,000 


francs, if granted, to be giyen to a 
certain charitable institution in which 
Mme. D’Uzes is interested. The joy 
of the “breezy duchess,’ as she is 
ealled, at finding at last a chance to 
sue a Dreyfusard for damages has 
overleaped all bounds, and she is se- 
riously harming her case by talking 
so much about that side of it. She is 
called the richest woman in France, 
She is also one of the noblest in point 
of blood. After the death of her hus- 
band, the statesman, in 1878, she did 


all in her power to further the cause 


of the monarchy. She is‘ said to have 
given the Boulangists 3,000,000 francs. 
She gives very largely to charity.
